IN THE CLAIMS: 

Claims 7, 8 and 17 have been amended as follows: 

7. (Amended.) The method according to [anyone of claims 1-6] claim 1 . wherein the biologically 
active compound is in a purified form. 

8. (Amended.) The method according to [anyone of claims 1-6] claim 1 . wherein the biologically 
active compound is selected from bio-catalysts, therapeutic agents, herbicides, pesticides and 
fungicides. 

17. (Amended.) A process for preparing granules comprising a biologically active compound and 
optionally auxiliary granulation agents in a granulation apparatus said process comprising the 
step of performing acoustic emission analysis on the granules in accordance with [claims 1-16] 
claim 1 on the granules forming in the granulator.
